This 
reward, which is the highest the governor is al- 
lowed by Jaw to offer, wM! probably resultin more 
trouble, for Cash swears he will not be arresied by 
anyoue, The feeling against him is very bitter, 
but he still has many friends and supporicrs, who 
willaid him in escaping from the state. 

frHE CHERAW TRAGEDY,

W. H. Richards, town marshal of Cheraw, who 
was ruthlessly shot down by W. Bogan Cash, on 
the 23d ullt., after lingering in agony for several 
days died on the morning of Friday last. Mr. Cow- 
ard, the unfortunate bystander who was struck by 
one of the balls intenced for Richards, isin a very 
critical condition, Cash is a-fugitive from justice, 
Every effort should be made to 

pprehend him, and when caught. 
let him have aX fair trial, and there 
is little doubt of his hanging. The people of South 
Carolina bave bad enough of such violations of the 
law. Of course there are two sides to this as of 
every question, oneof which is set forth by the 
Laurensville Herald in the following words, which 
hardly serve to suggest an excuse foran accident, 
much less aie crime: Private} iuforma- 
tion received by Colonel Watts, a brother- 
in-law of Captain Cash, show that 
the circumstances and facts of the shooting at 
Cheraw are exaggerated. The parties, however, 
are ina criticalcoudition. -Marshal Richards came 
to Cheraw in a Yankee garrison jast afier the war, 
and several years ago lived on one of Cash’s plan- 
tations, aud married into a notorious family 
of outlaws—the Freemans—two of whora 
are now serving life sentences in the peni. 
tentiary for burning the residence of Colonel 
Witherspoon, of Society nill. Richards’s wife after- 
wards eloped and now lives with a negro, one 
Enoch Campbell. it does seem that. tae town 
council of Cheraw could have gotten better mate- 
rial fora marshal. It was all right as long as Rich- 
ards laid epen the head of Mr. Cash witha club, 
but when he gets shot for ita howl and wail goes

THe Last SHor.—There appeared= in the 
Philadelphia Times and alsoin Tae CoNsrr. 
TUTION a few years ago a detailed account by 
General John B. Gordon, of the fight of Fort 
oteadman, and an incident that occurred be- 
tween bim and a private soldier on tae 9th of 
Apri, 1s60, at Appomattox, which came near 
petng a very uniortunate affair for the con- 
federates on that day. He did not give the 
name of the soldier, but the circumstances 
connected with ‘it at that time induces the 
writer to tell who he was. His name is 
Wily Smith, who lives near Oglethorpe, 
Macon county, and was a member of Com- 
pany U., 12th Georgia Regiment. About a. 
m., General Gordon ordered the advafee of 
the second army corps in conjunction with 
the cavairy, lihink of General W. H. Lee, 
who soon drove the federal cavalry a mile or 
more until their infantry was uncovered, 
when seeing that we could not contend 
against such unequalodds the command to 
retire was given to fail back near the original 
line we first formed. The skirmish line was 
not recalled, but continued to skirmish with 
the enemy until ordered to cease firing by 
General Gordon. Smith seeing a federal offi- 
cer approaching began to fire at him, when 
Gordon told him a flag of truce was up, and 
we were about to surrender and not to fire 
again, but to trust everything to him. Smith 
replied, “I will trust to nobody when I seea 
yankee general coming towards me, but will 
try to kill him.’’ Gordon then ordered him 
very peremptorially not to fire ‘again, but 


Smith says his gun was loaded and he told 
the general he would take one more crack at 
him, which he did in spite of Gordon’s pro- 
test, Smith says he took three as good shots 
at (as he thougnt General Custer) as he ever 
did, and how he missed him he cannot tell. 
The three shots were made after Gordon or- 
dered him to cease firing. General Gordon 
says it was General Sheridan who was fired 
at. A member of Company A. (Teale) first 
returned from the skirmish to the main line 
of battle and reported the altercation between 
Smith and Gordon, and that he (Teale) 
thought we were about to surrender. In a 
short while Smith came to the main line and 
reported that General Gordon had surren- 
dered, but thatif he had been let alone he 
(Smith) would have killed a Yankee general, 
and reported the circumstance between him 

self and Gordon. The indignation was con- 
siderable against Smith for awhile until his 
report was confirmed-by higher authority in 
regard to the surrender. So Wily Smith, of 
Company C., 12th Georgia Regiment, has the 
honor of firing the last gun ata federal offi- 
cer of the second army corps of the Virginia 
army, and of his regiment. He was one of 
the best soldiers in

which the heroof whom we are writing was 
the principal actor.

The federals not 
knowing where our line was, sent a heavy 
line of skirmishers to drive the confederat 
back, so as to unmask the main Ji: The 
confederates retreated with great ib} 
ness until within hearing and sight of tae 
friends, but compelled to give back from sue! 
odds, when Smith resorted to his favorite mim 
ic, the bray of the jack, ‘This was distinctly 
heard by the company and regiment, who 
once recognized it as Smith, when they, 
regiment, could desist no longer, and raised 
that terrible yell that none others could imi- 
tate, which was taken up by the entire line, 
and the federals thinking that all the rebels 
had been found, retreaited in haste to their 
own line, and were driven into their breast 
works by a diminished COnfederate skirmisa 
line and kept there until the darkness gave 
them a chance to re-establish their skirmish- 
ers. Many amusing things could be told of 
our hero, but eur object was only to confirm 
what General Gordon reported as true, and to 
tell who the soldier was that came so near 
doing so much damage tothe federal army.

New YORK, March 6.—Governor Hendric 
who is now abroad, but soon expected home 
bas written a letter toa personal friend ir 
the city, which contains a brief outline of bi 
views onthe political outlook, personally 
It seems from this that he has abandoned ar 
‘dea of having his own name considered by 
the convention. His health, while bette 
since his trip to Europe, is by no means fully 


restored. 
Your correspondent asked whether the 


governor took a hopeful view of the denio 
cratic outlook. 

“Execeedingly so, but with his usual pra 
yisos. Hespeaksof the difficulties labored 


under by one abroad when trying to keey 
abreast of the ever-shifting phases of politics 
at home, but from what he can hear seem 

to him that the democratic congress should 
deport itself with auch caution in tariff mat 
ters as not to alarm conservative people inte 
the belief that the whole structure ig threat 
tened, and at the same time with energy 
enough to indicate that the party is no 
afraid to prune existing evils just because 
the Pennsylvanians cry ‘‘wolf.”’ While on thi 

topic he refers to the immense difference be- 
tween the general knowledge on this subjec 
at the present day and in 1880, when it we 

suddenly sprung, and is confident that th 

vast amount of discussion since then all ove 
the country has been of immense benefit t¢ 
the democracy. 

“The governor,’ continued my authority 
‘has always been stoutly opposed toareve 
nue for protection far above all pressing de 
mands of the public service, and does ne 
hesitate to give it as his idea that the prope
